What It Used to Be 


Says 1949 Traveler 


Among the disillusioning reports 
^produced by the postwar era 
is 
^this one on Paris. It's specific and 
rough. William Feather writes in 
Imperial Type Metal magazine. — 
The last time I saw Paris (July, 


1949) will probably be the last time. 
Either I have grown too old or have 
seen what Paris has to offer too 
many times (eight), or 
I 
was 
knocked out by the heat. One day 
it was 95. 


I was alone on an 
unconducted 
tour and had to do things for my- 
self. One expects an 
American 
.^.Express check to be as good as 
"'cash, but not now. To break up 
the black market in francs, the 
French government 
limits 
the 
number of places where you can 
get money, and requires that you I 
get a receipt or present your pass- 
port for an entry. Since I disliked 
carrying a bale of francs 
with 
me (1000 francs or $3 is the lar- 
gest issued), I was running to 
a bank daily and usually standing 
in a queue. 


From arrival to departure (one 
week) I was pursued by 
insects 
..$tnat bit me viciously. 
I couldn't interpret the menus in 
the restaurants and the explana- 
tions of the waiters who 
could 
speak a little English didn't help. 
Consequently I ate what I could 
interpret; hence the variety was 
limited. Lack of capacity also was 
a brake. I couldn't take it, 
al- 
though others around me did for 
five or six courses which meant 
a bill of $10 per person in top 
places. 
This didn't count cock- 
tails you might consume in 
the 


_Nbar, or coffee and 
liquors 
you 
*might order on the sidewalk. 
The traffic was maddening. 
I 
saw bicyclists who would wheel in 
front of an 
automobile 
going 
twenty miles an hour and reverse 
their tracks. Such 
stunt 
riding 
never was seen before except 
on 
the stage. The pedestrian has rights 
if he is patient, but his patience 
must equal Job.'. 


The simplest transaction, unless 
performed 
by 
a 
professional 
intermediary such as a concierge, 
may take an hour. Buying, writing, 
jystamping and mailing a postcard 
is an ordeal. It's no use trying to 
read in your room at night be- 
cause the lights are too dim and 
the windows 
are 
unscreened. 
Mosquitoes arc plentiful. 


Most of what 
depressed 
and 
frustrated me was no fault of the 
French people who are still suffer- 
ing from the ravages of the war, 
communism, attempts at 
social 
security, bureaucracy, and all that. 
"What's left is a sockless, hatless 
unwashed and underfed mass of 
tired humanity. Thousands of able 


<* men and women can be observed 
doing tasks that would be disdained 
by the humblest and least skilled 
American worker. 


Taxi drivers, perhaps in protest 
against low rates, are sullen and 
indifferent. Before accepting 
a 
pasenger they want to know his 
destination. If they feel like eat- 
ing, they may refuse to do busi- 
ness at all. You are never 
sure 
whether you can get whore 
you 
want to go, and having got there 
whether you can get back. Late 
«j at night the dilemma is unpleasant.

Inability of Americans to speak 
French, or what is more important 
to understand spoken French, is no 
fault of the French. But it

make an American eager to get

Into Homes 


Wilmington, Del., Oct. 28 —(UP) 


— Fear spread among residents to- 
day that six heavily-armed 
es- 
caped convicts may break 
into 
homes for refuge from cold and 
hunger in their efforts to elude a 
four-state air-ground manhunt. 
More 
than 200 
state 
police 
combed the four-state area while 
030 national guard fighter 
planes 
wore ready to chase — and even 
strafe — the fugitives if they arc 
spotted in automobiles. 


Two of the eight desperate con- 
victs who made a daring 
break 
from the largest prison in the state 
were captured after a wild 84-mile- 
an-hour police chase across 
the 
Maryland border last night. 


The desperate chance the 
two 
in the 24 hours they hid from po- 
manhunt indicated that the six still 
at large, led by 
a 
"nerveless" 
,A baby-faced killer, would stop 
at 
"nothing to continue their bid for 
freedom," police said. 
The 
captured 
convicts 
drove 


through the heaviest concentration 
of police in a stolen car in an at- 
tempt to reach the. South. 
"The others should be 
pretty 
cold and hungry by this time," 
State Police Capt. 
Wilbur 
Bush 
said. "If they are still around here 
they will be making some kind of 
a break."

I cabinet. The quariet was captured 
•men told them they had not eaten 
in the 24 hours they hd from po- 
lice patrols since the escape. 
"The only way the others can 
get food is by holding up 
some

rifles and pistols, you know. They 
could hole up in somebody's house 
and force the family to feed, clothe 
and shelter them."

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Judge Rules 
Thomas Must 
Stand Trial 


Washington, Oct. 28 —(/P)— Fed- 


eral Judge A 1 c x a n der Holtzoff 
ruled today that Rep. J. Parnell 
Thomas (R-NJ).must stand 
trial 


Nov. 
7 .on charges of defrauding 
the government. 


Haltzoff read 
the 
report 
pri- 
tinuance of the trial, already sev- 
eral times postponed, after receiv- 
ing a report on Thomas' physical 
condition from two private physi- 
cians. The doctors were named by 
the court to examine him. 


Defense attorneys had contended 
that the 54-year-old Thomas, who 
is suffering from a stomach 
dis- 
order, is too ill to appear for trial 
now. 


Thomas, one-time chairman 
of 
the house committee on un-Ameri- 
can activities, was indicted a year 
ago on charges of conspiring to de- 
fraud the government. The indict- 
ment accused the lawmaker of of- 
fice-payroll-p a d d i n g and taking 
"kickbacks" from employes. 
The report of the examing physi- 
cians was handed to the judge on 
the bench. 


Haoltzoff read the report 
pri- 
vately and 
then 
permitted 
the 
same private reading by U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney George Morris Fay 
and Defense Attorney William H. 
Collins. 


Collins said he felt it necessary 
that the court have information on 
"an attack of nervous 'reaction" 
suffered by Thomas after the ex- 
amination was c o m p 1 eted last 
Wednesday.

The examining physicians were 
authorized by Thomas -to use the 
hospital's records on his case as 
part of their checkup.

U. S. to Expand

Facilities 


Washington, Oct. 28 —(UP)—The 
United States soon will begin a 
grand-scale expansion of the facil- 
ities scientists need in the race for 
world supremacy in air weapons. 


President Truman 
cleared 
the 
way yesterday when he signed a 
bill authorizing expenditure 
of a 
quarter of a billion dollars on wind 
tunnels and. laboratories 
for 
re- 
search and development work on 
supersonic airplanes and 
guided 
missiles. 


Authorized were: 
1. $100,000,000 to start the gigan- 
tic air engineering 
development 
center which the 
air 
force 
has 
urged for 3 1-2 years. 
2. $130,000,000 to carry out the 


plan of the national advisory com- 
mittee for aeronautics for construc- 
tion of a series of high-speed wind 
tunnels and other research aids. 
3. $10,000,000 for similar facilities 
in education institutions to 
train 
young scientists 
and spread re- 
search 
effort. 


The center eventually may cost 
$1,000,000,000. As envisioned in 1946 
by Lt. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, then 
chief of research and development, 
it may e n c o m p a s s 100 square 
miles. He foresaw a requirement 
of a center to make research con- 
tinuously a v a i 1 a b 1 . He 
said 


a "self-sufficient community" 
of 
perhaps 4,000 persons would arise 
on the site. 


Indian Summer 
Weather Hits

Can't Stop Navy 
Denteld Says 
After Ouster 


Washington, Oct. 28 — (1?)—Ad- 
miral Louis Denfeld told a dem- 
onstrating crowd of 250 navy en- 
listed men today that although he 
has been ousted as chief of naval 
operations "no service and no in- 
dividual will stop" the navy. 
The silaors — from offices and 
barracks near the Pentagon —be- 
gan gathering at Denfeld's office 
early in the morning. 


They keynoted the 
angry 
re- 
sponse of at least a portion of the 
navy to the decision of Secretary 
Miuthows. hacked bv President 
Truman, to fire Denfeld for his op- 
position to defense policies that cut 
down on the navy and put what he 
calls overemphasis on big 
air 
force bombers. 
Nearly a full day after the White 
House announcement of Denfeld's 
ouster, Denfeld himself still had 
not received official notice that he 
was being relieved. 


Among some navy men 
there 
was clear evidence of anger over 
what they regarded as this discour- 
tesy to the admiral. 
There was also no word as to 
who will succeed Denfeld in the 
top navy post, or as to what duties 
may be offered to Denfeld. 
Charles G. Ross, p r e s idential 
press secretary, told a news con- 
ference he had no information on 
that. 


Ross also said, in reply 
to 
a 
question, that the White House had 
received no messages 
overnight 
protesting Denfeld's 
removal. 


Denfeld's aides said that at least 
1,500 telegrams had arrived by this 
morning for him, but that the ad- 
miral had not had a chance to read 
them. Telephone lines into his of- 
fice were jammed with incoming 
calls, they said. 


When Denfeld arrived at his of- 
fice, a marine sentry told him that 
a number of men were outside "to 
pay their respects." 


Denfeld told the sentry to 
let 
them in. 


The door opened and the 250 sail- 
ors in their blue uniforms began 
filing in, finally packing the large 
room. 


A spokesman for the group told 
Denfeld:

Bidault Forms 
New French 
Cabinet 


Paris, Oct. 28 —(UP)— 
Premier 
Georges Bidault formed a 
new 
middle-of-the-road coalition 
cabi- 
net early today, ending a 23-day- 
old crisis caused by devaluation of 
the British pound. 


Bidault, president of the Popu- 
lar Republican party (MRP), an- 
nounced his new cabinet of 17 vet- 
eran coalition ministers two hours 
after winning a smashing 367 to 
183 vote of confidence in the 
na- 
tional assembly. 


Only the communists and their 


fellow travelers voted against Bi- 
dault. About 70 rightists and 
De 
Gaullists abstained. Voting for Bi- 
dault were the Socialist, Radical 
Socialist and MRP 
parties 
plus 
about 50 independents. 


The new cabinet differed little 
from that of former Premier Henri 
Queuille, who resigned Oct. 6 in 
the midst of a cabinet quarrel over 
prices and wages. 


Bidault pledged his government 
to: 


1. Restore open wage bargaining 
between labor 
unions 
and 
em- 
ployes, prohibited since 1939. 


2. Force down the prices of food 
and other essential household items 
by means of subsidies and other 
measures. 
3. Pay an interim bonus of $8.50 
to low-wage workers to increase 
their earnings to a minimum of 
$42 monthly. 


Bidault's success in forming a 
new cabinet ended talk of early 
parliamentary e l e c t ions, which 
(both communists and rightists had 
called for in hopes of gaining new 
parliamentary strength. 


Tolls on River

Be Lifted 


Greenville, Miss.. Oct. 28 —(UP) 
-Tolls on the Greenville-Lake Vil- 
lage Mississippi river bridge may 
be lifted earlier than expected be- 
cause of the proposed installation 
of four new gas pipelines. 
The federal power commission 
has been asked by the Tennessee 
Gas Transmission Co. to okay the 
installation of the new 20-inch pipe- 
lines across the span. 


Under the proposal, the city of 
Greenville would be paid $150,000 
in rent each year until the tolls 
are lifted within an expected 18- 
iiionths.

Washington, Oct. 28 —(/P)— The 
cost of living rose one half of one 
per cent in September, the largest 
monthly 
increase 
in 
consumer 
prices for a year. 


The bureau of labor 
statistics 
reporting 
this 
today, 
said 
the 
prices of all major items contrib- 
uting to city living costs went up 
except clothing. 


The rise, however, still left 
the 
price level throe per cent below 
the all-time peak of Sptember a 
yar ago. It 
was 
27 per 
cent 
higher than in June, 1946, and 72 
per cent above August, 1939. 


The BLS index stood at 
169.6 
on Sept. 15, based on the 1935-39 
average as 100. . 


The index at^mid August --was. 


168.8 
and in September 
of last 
year was 174.5. 


Food and fuel prices led the up- 
ward movement. They 
advanced 


0.8 per cent and 0.9 per cent.re- 
spectively. 


House furnishings went up 
0 4 
per cent, reversing a continuous 
downward trend which had 
per- 
sisted for almost a year. 


Rents and 
such 
miscellaneous 
goods .and 
services 
as 
automo- 
biles, soap, medical 
and 
dental 
care advanced 0.3 per cent. 


Apparent prices 
declined 
frac- 
tionally — about 0.1 per cent. 


J.he rise in food prices paid by 
city families from August to Sep- 
*Cm™,elo lilted the food Prices index 
to 204.2 per cent of the 1935-39 av- 
erage. This was five per cent lower 
than a year ago, but 40 per cent 
higher than in June, 1946, when 
price controls ended. 


Residential rents continued their 
steady rise as 
the 
decontrol of 
ceilings spread. In anticipation of 
more general lifting 
of controls, 
the bureau announced it 
is 
in- 
creasing the frequency of its rent

In Washington, the state depart- 
ment briefed George V. Allen the 
new ambassador for the import- 
ant Yugoslav spot. He replaces ail- 
ing Belgrade Ambassador Caven- 
dish Cannon, 
whose 
resignation 
President Truman accepted yester- 
cluy. 


In London, Cannon was report- 
ed to have told the other U. S. 
Eastern European diplomats there- 
is basically little difference in com- 
oyal nr-ti.an-bloc 
countries.

ioyal Russian-bloc countries. 
But 


the 
diplomats 
ugrci-'d 
that 
the 
United States 
should 
give 
Tito 
more economic aid and encourage 
his defiance of the Kremlin. 


Allen was a trouble; shooter for

He was ambassador at Tehran in 
a critical postwar period when the 
pro-western 
Iranian 
government 
was under heavy political pressure 
from Russia. Since 1948 he 
has 
been

assistant secretary of 
state.

former foreign minister. The na- 
tional assembly's approval of Bid- 
ault ended France's longest politi- 
cal . crisis in 50 years. The

premier presented his cabinet to 
President Vincent Auriol.

spokesman in Chungking took

situation today. Gen. Teng Wen-yi 
said there was an improved out- 
look on the southwestern 
front.

province.

Atom Talks 
Will Fail 


Lake Success, Oct/27 — (/P)—The 


United S t a t e s and 
four 
other 


powers d e c l a r e d -today secret 
atomic talks have failed because 
the Russians put national interests 
above world security. 


This report came from the U. S., 
France, Britain, China and Cana- 
da. It was released along with a 
formal report of closed-door con- 
ferences they held with the Soviet 
Union in seeking to end the East- 
West deadlock. 


The report said that "the govern- 


ment of the U. S. S. R. puts its 
sovereignty first and is unwilling 
to accept measures 
which 
may 


impinge or interfere with its rigid 
exercise of unimpeded state sov- 
ereignty". 


It added: 
"If this fundamental difference 


could be overcome, other 
dtffer- 
nces, which 
have 
hitherto ap- 
peared unsurmountable could 
be 
seen in true perspective arid rea- 
sonable ground might be found for 
their adjustment."

the Soviet Union. The United States 
time and again reaffirmed-its po- 
sition favoring the majority plan 
for atomic control as approved by 
the U. N. assembly last Nov. 4 in 
Paris.

The terrific slash was only 
an 


eight per cent cut. This was such 
an anti-climax that the 
general 


public not only was surprised but 
was worried for fear the 
govern- 
ment program isn't drastic enough 
;o meet one of the gravest econom- 
ic crises and nation ever has ex- 
perienced. 


All the major 
newspapers, 
ex- 


cepting the Laboritc Daily Herald 
of London, condemn the proposals 
as inadequate. Moreover the 
cuts 
aren't in keeping with the meas- 
ures for which the nation had pre- 
pared itself. Rather typical 
was 


the comment of the London Daily 
mail which said in part: 


"After m i n i s t e r s' measured 
warnings, the nation was 
braced, 


tensed, keyed-up for heroic shocks. 
They have not .come. Once again 
the government have shirked an un- 
pleasant duty and have run away 
from a grave situation." 


This assault by the press 
was 
the heaviest Attlee was encoun- 
tered since the socialists came to 
power some four and a half years 
ago and began their great experi- 
ment in nationalization and wel- 
fare government. ' Well, 
did 
the 
prime minister, astute politician as 
he usually is, misjudge the temper 
of his public? Has he been too 
timid in his demands for further 
sacrifices? 


It will be fairer to let Mr. Att- 
lee answer that himself, as he may

his program.
